a democratic government, to the 
liouse of representatives. Whether or 
not this proposal "^ns public assent, 
what Governor McCall ha.=^ to say re- 
garding the senate is attracting wide- 
spread attention. The Atlantic 
Monthly -enjoins the public to "read 
it, not as republicans or democrats, 
but as Americans all.' ' 

Part^of 'Governor McCaira artide 
follows: 

"While even an enthusiast would be 
comiH lied, to admire the present sen- 
ate of th^ United State.s with some 
moderation, it im'loubtedly contains 
many able and patiiotic men. TJieic 
have been few better lawyor.s ever in 
that body, oi\ few of j^rouler Intel 
lectual energy, than Mr. Knox. In 
breadth and fainie.^s of mind, and in 
statesman^ke qaality, Mr. Underwood 
would have been a conspicuous figure 
in ahy senate in our history. The 
liatnie.s associatied with genuine tal 
ont and public .-pirit -are too many 
to be repeatc<l here. 

"And yet, during- the pa.^t genera- 
tion, an clement antagonist to-the old 
tia<litions has found its way into the 
Ixxly, and has viel<led an influence far 
out of propoi-tion to its numbers. The 
way.s of the jobber and the piratical 
n^iethod.-; some time.; associatecl with 
w'hat i.s called "big- busine.ss," have 
been in evidence in its managomont. 
Serne men »have found their way into 
it who have amassed grat fortunes 
in it.^ sei-vice. . As a result the ron- 
■ite has stc^od as the rampait, not in- 
deed of pwpei-ty, but of great and 
peciiil interests, the well-being of 
.which wasiby no means s^lways com- 
patible with th^ l^dberal: weal, and 
WM often antagonistic to Ithie institu- 
tion of property itself. From the.ie 
an<l other (^uses there lias been a di?- 
tjxict iowmtn^ of .tone, and .it .ha& 
been .-^hoiii of mtlch of its ancient 
, .splendor. ' 

This moi'ial decaflejice has shown it- 
self in the recent notable debate tip- 
on th e treaty. There are some who in^ 
<iu/ge fri the dreaiirffial our time may> 
inaugurufje a new era and may real- 
ize the aspirations of the race for a 
golden age. They hope that the peo- 
ples of the wor!(l may have the wis- 
dom, after a war de.sti-uctive and 
wicked beyond all parallel to take 
steps to .safeguard the peace of the 
future, and to free mankind from< 
sei-vitude to a monster that luis been 
its most deadly and implacable fob. 
It has . destroyed hundreds of niillions 
of thie choicest youth; it ha;? devoured 
the sub.^tance of nations, and it bids 
fair, if not checke<l, t<3 obliterate civ- 
iii/.j'.tion it.-^elf. The hope of making 
permanent peace a foremost object of 
the war was held out to the men who 
were sent to the front and in tiiatj. 
faith gave their lives. 

"If the dream.; should happily b:> 
made to come ti-uc, those who follow 
us by a few centuries, in looking 
bark upon the histoi->' of time, may 
-,vei! regard with wonder the contribu- 
tion to this re.sult ma<lc by the senat-? 
of a great people. They would look 
there for th<J culmination of a sym- 
phony unsurpassed f^nee. Bethlehem, 
and at least for a moraC enthusiasm 
commensui-ate "wiliy so noble a cduse. 
They would indeed read specche;;,

Qtne of the two was handed silver, 
Arrowwood swore, saying that he 
hearS it rattle as the recipient 
dropped it into his pocket. 

Robert Fout testified that he saw 
Duff hand six bills to Dave Herald 
whereupon Herald "shoved the mo- 
ney into his pockets, turned am' 
shook hands with Mr. Arrowwood and 
then entered the voting place."
